Speaks of Extra Session and 
Says Miss Alice Lloyd 
is An Attractive 
Woman 



LoutsviLLi, Kt., April 4th. 
—Governor Angiistos £. Will- 
son, who arrived here lato this 
afternoon frpm New York, 
showed by his manner that there 
is a doubt Inrking in his mind 
about the advisability of calling 
the Kentucky Legislature into 
extra session with the view 
of stopping the operations of 
"night riders" in the tobaaco 
district. He was asked if he 
had given any consideration to 
the call which would be made 
on him by the Kentucky Law 
and Order League that a special 
sessionof the (n>neral Assembly 
he called to deal with the t(t- 
hacco troubles in the State. 

"1 have seen the report of 
the meeting," said he, ''but I 
am not ready to discuss the 
prohahilitiesof an extra 8es.sion. 
That is a matter to which I 
shall give very earnest and 
serious consideration, lam not 
Ht all prepared to discuss it."
